This 
column will attempt to give ink to some 
lesser known publications, and hopefully 
give them some well deserved notice. 
Coming from the point of view of 
someone who's been actively involved in 
zine publishing for a lot of years, | can 
attest to how much work and love goes 
into the making of each issue. So let's 
begin... 

Flaming Poutine (C.P.463, Plac du 
Parc, Montreal PQ, H2W-2N9) is from 
Montreal and reflects the city's “cultural 
diversity" quite well. Some of the 
contributors have their own projects, such 
as Dave Velcro from Velcro Soul and 
Dominec Castelli who is from, | believe, 
The Asexuals. If he’s not tan boy is my 
face red! Has interviews with Bite, Slaves 
On Dope, Bliss, american Devices and 
loads of other shit. Really cool and well 
worth a poke... 

Flour Power ($3 to PO Box 78068, 
RPO Grandview, 2606 Commercial Dr., 
Vancouver B.C., V5N-5W71) is a full on 
anarchist zine with a lot of the usual topics 
found in this sort of thing: 
Environmentalism, Veganism, a few stabs 
at the Reform Party, and Canada’s silence 
on Third World issues such as East Timor. 
The only real complaint | have is that 
there's way too many cut outs from the 
newspaper and not enough editor or 
contributor generated material, which is 
too bad because Rejoice, the editor, is a 
good writer with a lot to say. Record, 
Tape, and zine reviews round out this 
issue. This issue came out in October, so 
hopefully she has a new one on the 
horizon... . 

Gee-zuz ($2 to 297-810 W. Broadway, 
Vancouver, B.C. V5Z-4C9)) has quickly

made a name for itself in the past year. 
Formerly a monthly, lack of resources (ie. 
moo-lah) has necessitated the switch to a 
bi-monthly. The first issue in this capacity 


is the “Love, Hate, and Sex” issue in 


honor of Valentine's Day. The interviews 
in Gee-zuz are usually the low point in an 
issue, the one’s in this issue with 


_ Chokebore and Pete Shelley of the 


Buzzcocks. The Chokebore interview failed 


_ because they didn't know jack about the 


band, and Pete Shelley seemed to be more 
interested in watching television than 
doing an interview. The essays written. by 
the regular writers about the above topics 
are extremely well written, thought 


provoking, and sometimes moving. As you 
probably figured out, this is my favorite 
fanzine. They should have a new one any 
day now, the next one based around 
“Religion.” Check it out... 

Emit ($2 to PO Box 2499, Vancouver, 
B.C., V6B-3W7) is put out by this guy 
named Mike who lived in Ottawa around 
the same time as me. Once, while 
conversing at a house party, he predicted 
the breakthrough of punk into the 
mainstream a full year before it happened. 
That's what | call insight. The zine is a 
reflection of his and his friend's intelligent 
and sometimes off kilter sense of humor. 
The article on body modification is 
priceless satire, and the other pieces (stuff

a couple of columns about dumb stuff in 
the news, and various controversies in 
their little center of the world) rule, and 
the interviews with cub, The Lemonheads, 
Pluto, and Hardship Post are interesting, 
but not all that informative.

It's great that the local Riot Grrrl 
chapter put out a fanzine. While the title, 
Riot Grrrl Victoria, ($1 to 3478 Bethune 
Ave, Victoria, B.C., V8X-1W2) isn’t the 
exactly the epitome of creative, you can't 


mistake who's behind it. But the person 
who put it together warns that it's only the 
work of two people, so it might not be 
representative of the local Riot Grrrls as a 
collective.

Hmmm...there’s also an interview with 
Pressure Cooker, and some stuff on last 
summer's Infest thing in Alberta. The 
future issues, if | understand right, will be 
inserted into the releases of their 
counterpart label, Stinkin’ Agnes. A real

Vinyl isn't dead yet and 7-inchers in all colours are arriving 
at CFUV by the near truckload. So to keep up with the 
flood this new monthly column will highlight some of the 
discs that come our way. 

A parcel of discs recently arrived from Pennsylvania's Get 
Hip Records (PO Box 666, Canonsburg, PA 15317 USA) 
Get Hip specializes in garage punk sounds with a roster of 
bands from both North America and Europe. The Cynics (/ 
Live Alone) have been with GH for a handful of albums 
and weigh in this time with their patented full-bore fuzz 
heavy attack on “I Live Alone”. “Hand in Hand" on the b- 
side shows their other side with clear ringing guitars and a 
60's pop feel. The Dummies (/’m Gone), also from PA, 
offer up a Mersey-Beat-meets-the-Sonics.wall of lo-fi noise 
and megaphone vocals on “I’m Gone”, a you-ain't-been- 
treatin'me-right,-baby song,. and “Let's Have A Party”. 
‘68 Comeback’s name almost certainly refers to Elvis's 
1968 comeback special. Elvis would certainly feel 
comfortable these two familiar tunes. Not that they sound 
much like Elvis would sing them. “Flip Flop and Fly" and 
“He's My Everything”, a classic country gospel number are 
given the self-described “tear'em up rock and roll style" 


treatment. What 
that means is a raw 
primitive sound 
makes you think of 
a boozy, smokey 
speakeasy on the 
dark side of Texas. While these discs display enough 
personality to capture and hold your attention, The 
Squares Get Hip?!! from France is a little too paint by 
numbers to hold my interest. 

Bite and Ford are two all female bands that are part of the 
trend that goes way beyond just Riot Grrls with women 
showing up regularly and in growing numbers in all the 
formerly male bastions of alternative rock | suppose | am 
being being unfair by lumping them together just ‘cos of 
their gender but it does make sense musically as well. Bite’s 
Canker (Derivative Records, PO Box 42031, Montreal, 
Que. H2W 2T3) is the stronger of the two. Although held 
back by sometimes weak vocals.,side-a's “Dandelion” is 
groovy bass driven pop with sudden squalls of guitar noise. 
The b-side is punk pop with, as special bonus (and a very 
cool move), a mucky, muddy, but exciting cover of the 
Subhumans' “Slave to My Dick". San Francisco's Ford 
(Vicodin b/w Primary Filtration - Sympathy for the Record 
Industry)offers up a rough edged big rock sound but the 
songs lack hooks. However, “Primary Filtration" has a an 
edgy, nervous rhythm that really gets under the skin after a 
few listens. 

Captain Howdy (The Best Song Ever Written b/w Dino's 
Head - Shimmy-Disc, JAF Box1187, NY, NY 10116, USA) is

' with a wee dance flavour. 


Penn Jillette from Penn and Teller and a guitarist named 
Kramer who's not from Seinfeld. “Best Song” is a musical 
rant on commercial radio pap. Dino's Head is funnier and 
more interesting. It is essentially a spoken word piece that 
builds very effectively on a rhythm of comedic riffs as Penn 
tells the story of the too hip for Vegas P&T's first gig in Las 
Vegas. After several listens to Resin Scraper's Rally ‘Round 
the Fun With... (Birdman Sound, 593 Bank St., Ottawa, 
Ont. K1S 3T4) couldn't get past the conclusion that this 
was pretty ordinary punk rock. Good, but nothing special. 
Vanilla Trainwreck (Kiss Me b/w Electric Guitar - 
Mammoth Records, Carr Mill, 2nd Floor, Carrboro, NC 
27510, USA) produces lively 90's pop on this limited 
edition white vinyl disc (ours is #109 of 1000). Guitar pop 
Landslide has a funny (that's funny-odd) little record here 
with We're in the Same Boat Now (Private World 
Entertainment, PO Box 1165, Station B, London, Ont NSW 
5K2). The title track is written by Bob Rae, as in Premier 
Bob Rae, and is a happy little folk ditty about universal 
harmony and tolerance. Landslide give the rock treatment 
here, which | guess makes it folk-rock. In their liner notes 
the band make a point of they political differences with 
most unpopular man in Ontario. They: rugged individualist 
libertarians, he: socialist interventionist. Just to emphasize 
their deep political understanding and commitment they've 
included the “Munster's Theme” on the b-side. A

“Gotham City in the Garden City” 


H° hepcats! This is quite the historic month for this 
column. For years now, | have been combing the 
globe, trying to find all the coolest sixties garage acts 
imaginable. My quest for ‘60’s punk bands has taken me 
to Sweden, Italy, France, Britain, Germany, Spain, Japan, as 
well as all over the U.S. and Canada. However, in all that 
time, there has never been a garage band in my own 


hometown of Victoria. That is, until now. 


The Gotham City VII popped (or should | say “Fuzzed”) 
their way into the garage scene a couple of months ago 
with a look, a sound, a couple of very cool originals, and a 
first gig. | first became aware of these hipsters through my 
radio show, Garage Grooves. They would call in requesting 
songs by bands like The Morlochs and The Gravedigger V. 
It wasn't long before a band was formed and The Gotham 
City VII was born. 

The seven (five band members and two go-go dancers) 
made their first public appearance at the Toaster show on 
March 12 with M Blanket, The Stupes, and cub. Dressed in 
cheap suits with matching “bat” capes and shades, The 
GC7 grooved their way through a set of classic garage 
covers and inspired originals. The covers included in the set 
were “The Bag I'm In" by the Fabs, “Get On This Plane” 
by The Premiers, The Sonics’ “The Witch", as well as “The 
Boneswalk" , “Jack The Ripper,” and, of course, the 
“Batman” theme which they started and finished the set 
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with. But it's the Gotham's 
original material that | find the 
most appealing. “You're So 
Fine, You Blow My Mind, 
Baby” is garage rock in its 
purest form. Complete with 
silly lyrics and an almost 
Cramps-ish guitar sound, this is 
truly a love song for the hard 
of hearing. Equally as 
impressive, and just as 
garagey, is “Personal Guru." Aside from that damn groovy 
little hook they've got going, this song contains truly 
inspired lyrics. | give as an example: “...I'll take the 
bus/hitch a ride with my buddy Gus/I'll rob a bank/Or 
borrow money from the mafia King they call Frank...! get 
ideas from my personal 

guru." | find this sing- 
anything-as-long-as-it- 
rhymes approach humorous 
in the extreme, as well as 
being a truly “garage band” 
way to write lyrics. 

The Gotham City VII line 
up looks like this - Mattman 
on guitar, Jeff the Stripper on 
drums, James “What A Way 
To Go-Go" Thomas plays 
bass, a cryptic cat by the 
name of Pat on organ; the 
vocals are courtesy of the

renowned 70's toy collector, 
Sarah “Dolly-Bird” Murphy; 
and Garage Groove's own 
Frug-meister, Megan-A-Go-

(Beck Hansen) combines competent guitar 
playing with unusual beats and startling

poetic images. The result is an 
amalgamation of twisted songs optimum 
for relaxing and sniffing glue. “My time is 
a piece of wax/on a termite/ it's choking 
on the splinters.” 

“Loser,” a song reaching its 25,000th 
play on 107.7 FM was released before said 
artist had recorded the accompanying 
tracks, which he did in numerous garages. 
“Slacker my ass,” Beck stated in a recent 
interview. At the tender age of 23, he is a 
self-made X'er wunderkind. 

There are tons of quotable lines here, 
and the songs show a caustic wit 
reminiscent of early Dead Milkmen.. From 
“Nitemare Hippy Girl”: “She’s a rainbow 
chokin’ the breeze/ Yo! She's bustin out 
onto the scene/ with nightmare bogus 
poetry.” 

Okay, one track is like a Saturday Night 
Live skit: interminable and lacking purpose. 
“Blackhole” sounds like the poor boy had 
never seen a mixing board before. 
However, it also embodies his non- 
jadedness which exempts certain liberties 
such as this. “Pay No Mind (Snoozer)" 
assures listeners that Beckboy isn’t about 
to begin worshipping his own personality 
cult. “The insects are huge/And the 
poison's all been used/ and the drugs 
won't kill your day job.” Beck has three 
strikes against him: 1) Heavy rotation of his 
first single 2) a sound impossible to define, 
enabling to slip through the cracks in the 
Columbia House hierarchy and 3) blonde, 
California grungey good looks, all of which 
ensure a small, mean spirited, group of 
people will clamor for his failure. | defy 
anyone to listen to beck and dismiss him 
entirely; if that happens, I'll take you all on.

Bee Bossin played with the group 
“Stringband"” into the eighties, with 
notables.as Marie-Lynn Hammond of CBC 
fame, and other folkies such as fiddler 
Calvin Cairns and bassist Denis Nicol. 
Together they floated half a dozen albums 
and several cassettes. In the eighties Bossin 
put out several more cassettes, and with 
his uniquely west coast sound on songs 
like “Fire on the Island,” about logging on 
Meares Island. 

This month he is floating a first CD, 
with the title Gabriola VOR 1X0 and it is 
like a visit with an old friend. His joyous, 
rollicking, pointed, sly, and passionate 
release is vintage Bossin: “Sulphur 
Passage” was written about Clayoquot 
before it became a household word, and 
features Bossin, Stephen Fearing, Bim, 
Valdi, and other folk notables. Other 
songs such as “Bill Miner” and “Cleaning 
Up The Oil" document our part of the 
planet in a poignant and loving way. His 
song to his daughter, “Madelyn” and to 
baseball legend “Satchell Paige” are 
presented with classic Bossin humour, as is 
“Chanson Francee”. Bossin closes up with 
“People Like You", a song of personal and 
social commitment, and will launch his CD 
in Victoria on May 6. For more 
information, call 385-1307.

Peacemoney is a different story. They 
blast full force blues-rock circa the late 
‘70's. This is a good, solid five song effort, 
with straight ahead, riff- laden tunes. 
There is a certain earthiness to the songs, 
possibly the influence of being from 
beautiful Bon Accord, Alberta. 
Peacemoney don't strive for new ground 
with their music, and if you've ever heard 
a band from New York called The Lost, 
you'll have a very good idea of what they 
sound like. Peacemoney’s songs are strong 
enough to stand on their own, and there is 
something basic and appealing about this 
style that one never seems to get truly 
tired of hearing. | don't go out of my way 
to collect this kind of music, but it’s perfect 
if you're just sitting around with the guys, 
enjoying the simple things in life - like 
good beer, hockey and Playboy magazine.
